The effect may 
be extremely serious. Russia's action is 
absolutely unwarrantable and without 
Alexander was nominally a vassal of the 
sultan, and, as it can be shown, he was 
deposed without the sultan's consent, a 
grave international difficulty will be at 
once raised." 


The deposition of Prince Alexander, 
of Bulgaria, has astounded the politi- 
cians and financiers of England. 


Dispatohes from Tientsin state that 
the Chinese government has decided to 
dispatch troops to the neighborhood of 
Port Lazereff as a precautionary meas- 
ure against the reported design of Rus- 
ria to seize that place. 


BSBIIIN, Aug. 23.—M. De Qiers, the 
Russian foreign minister, who is sojourn- 
ing at Franzensbad, will, it is stated, 
immediately visit Prince Bismarck.

LONDON, Aug. 23.—A dispatch from 
Vienna to the Times, contains the fol- 
lowing: "Prince Alexander was deposed 
by eonspiracy. 
All news from Bulgaria 
comes at present through official cour- 
iers and no private persons allowed to 
either leave or enter Bulgaria. Telegraph 
lines have been stopped from operating. 
The story of the deposition is told as 
follows: Karaoeloff, the prime minister, 
enterftd the palace at Sofia and explained 
to Prinbe Alexander that the public 
opinion of Bulgaria was dissatisfied with 
his policy^ and demanded his deposition. 
Prince i^exander said: 'I see no friends, 
I omabtrisist.' 
Prino« Alexander was 


taken completely by surprise, he was as- 
tonished at the sudden bursting of the 
plot on liim." 


SoTiA, Aug. 23.—The government's 
proclamation announcing the deposition 
ofPiince Alexander and the reasons 
therefor, declares that he rendered great 
services on the field of battle, but politic- 
ally he had too little regard for Bulga 
ria's position as a slave state and main- 
tenance of relations with Russia.

Let men consult 
any book or nation in the world and 
they will not find one which does not 
say that the relations between England 
and Ireland, under the union, have been 
miserable for Ireland and dishonorable 
to England. 
If the country desires to 
redeem her honor and enable her parlia 
ment to attend to its pressing business 
of imperial legislation, the Irish ques- 
tion must be settled."

CmcAOO, Aug. 23.—^The condemned 
anarchists spent their entire time yester- 
day in the seclusion and quiet of their 
cells. Callers are excluded on Sunday 
by the rules of the jail.

T H E T E X A S STOKM. 


The Whole Oulf Coast Inniinda- 
ted and Many Lives Lost. 


INDIANOIIA, Texas, Aug. 23.—Never 
before was the lower Texas coast visited 
by so terrible and destructive a storm. 
It extended for 200 miles inland, de- 
stroying thousands of houses and in- 
volving a pecuniary loss of many mil- 
lions. The entire crop of the present 
year is practically gone aud a vast deal of 
suffering must ensue, especially among 
the negroes, most of whom are without 
means of anj kind. 
It in feared many 
more people were drowned. 
The lower 
end of the peninsula was completely 
washed seaward. 
Many are missing 
and nothing definite can be learned until 
the angry waters recede. 
The storm 
came in the shape of a hurricane. Tbe 
waters of the gulf rose, and in three 
hours, the whole peninsula, on which 
Indianola is situated, was under ten feet 
of water. The total loss as now known 
to Texas from the gulf storm is: 
Human lives lost, thirty-eight. 
Loss to crops, $1,000,000. 
Loss to city and town property, $3,- 
400,000. 


The loss to shipping and harbor im- 
provements, $900,000.

THE CAUSES AND COST OF SUCH A 
CONFLICT.

There is blood on the Texan moon and it 
loolis as if somebody was going to be hurt be- 
fore another full moon comes around. It is 
all about the slowness with which Mexico 
proceeds in rectifying the wrongs which have 
been committod against American citizens. ,

In EI Pilso tho excitement is greatest, as it 
was here that Editor Cutting published the 
libel against a rival Mexican editor, for 
which ho has since been arrestecl, tried by a 
Mexican court and imprisoned. In front of 
the Central hotel groups of men regularly 
congregate in the afternoons, and in increased 
nmnbers in tho evenings, to discuss tho situa- 
tion. In many cases these men come thirty 
miles to inquh-o if tho war, which they con- 
sider inevitable, has yet begun. 


Somo of them even neglect their crops of 
onions, cotton, tobacco and fruit, which has 
been abundant this season, in tho iflle talk of 
a raid over Mexican territory. This seems to 
be the general desire; to make a trip to tho 
city of Mexico, not so much to resent the in- 
sult to the iVmerican Eaglo as to enjoy an ex- 
cm-sion at tho American goveniuient's ex 
pense.

If I allude to these unsavory 
stat istics it is to point out what a cheap 
rati! lifo has come to be held in the gay- 
est of ca]>itals. 
The audacity of the 
lowest dregs of the population has 
g)'own positively alarming, and they 
commit assaults, play with knives and 
other lethal weapons with a freedom 
tliat renders it 
dangerous 
to pass 
through several good qui^rters of the 
town after 
dark.

have 
been far from desirable during your 
homcAvard stroll at night to fall in with 
a?iy of the 15,250 outcasts included in 
the above categories, and their succes- 
fiors may be assumed to be equally 
juimerous, if many of themselves are not 
again let loose on society. 
I do no say 
tliat one's life is in danger on the grand 
boulevards, but hardly a night passe.« 
that ruffians do not signalize their pres- 
ence within a few yards of them, while 
in less central though almost equally 
crowded districts stabbing cases arc oi 
daily occurrence. 
This condition oi 
things has gradually grovn from bad to 
worse, until Parisians now consider a 
revolver as indispensable a vade-mecum 
as a oigarette-case. 
All the youngei 
generation among tho well-dressed sec- 
tion of socaety is thus secretly armed 
for self-defense, but in defiance of the 
law. 
Foreign visitors to Paris should, 
therefore, be on their guard as well, 
l" 
cannot advise them to carry weapons oi 
any kind, for if they were found in 
their jiossession a troublesome scrape 
would be sure to ensue; but they ought 
to be careful to avoid lonely streets 
after dark, and should not venture on 
foot out of the j&nglishman's usual or- 
bit 


TROOPS LEAVING TUB CITT OF MEXICO. 
One jjiece of news that has helped to fur- 
ther inflame matters is the fact that troi>ps 
are on th(i way fi'om the City of Mexico for 
duty on tlie border. And tliere is no conceal- 
ing tho fact that the American government 
through the movement of its war vessels and 
the bustlii amc)ng its troops is preparing for 
trouble on the border. On both sides these 
precautions are l>eing taken none too soon to 
preserve order. For it is unlikely that the 
present temper of the jjeople will subside \mtil 
there is blood shed, even through insmrection, 


Mexico contains at the present time a pop- 
ulation of 11,000,000. In case of war 500,000 
men could be obtained for service, but the 
wherewith to e<iuip them could not be so 
easily had, as Mexico's credit stands about 
the lowest among the list of nations, imless 
there was a possibihty of her doing the United 
States somo injury, when English capital 
would flow freely to the Mexican treasury, 
but at an exorbitant rate of interest, of 
course, on account of the danger of repudia- 
tion. 


Wars cost money, and mil Hons and mil- 
lions m»re than they xised to. In l^iCi-S the 
United States overran Mexico at a total cost 
of something over 8100,000,000. To do tho 
same thing now would cost at least $500,000,- 
000. Is the game worth the candle? 


UXK Italian resident ot San l^'rancis- 
co made a unique record by smoking 
himself to death with a blanketed pea- 
nut roaster, but his style was not con- 
sidered good, 
because 
some of the 
charcoal fumes from the deadly weapon 
escaped and nearly suffocated his wife, 
mother-in-law and three children into 
the harp-players' paradise along with 
him.

It is one of the 
kind known as the derringer, made in 
Philadeliihia, wliich was \tvy famous 
all throngh the Sonth and SouMiwest 
thirty years ago.

is of bciuif iful workniansiiip. Its barre l 
is only two incht'.s in lengih, and (ho 
liullet weighs uboiit a ([I'U! ter of an 
ounce. Tin; entire length of the wi-apon 
is but f<jur inclu's. 
Its juoinitiiig is of 
silver, and the lock is one of Hie iuiest 
and most jx'rfcct pieei-s of workman- 
sliij) I havti evt r sci'ii, cv(Mi i)i theso

and elalxn-ate. 
TIK^ bnllet is much 
l»attt>re(i, and was cvidi-tiMy dri\< i) intf> 
the miizzh-(for fh • r-istol is a niu'/zle- 
loader) by the use of a niallet and ii'on 
loading rod.

State Forestry Bureau shows a bad 
condition of things, and a worse pros- 
pect for the futiu'e.

GIl, or less than one-third as many, 
the percentage of all the land in the 
State which was covered with forests

Shu e 18.S0 the forests have been cut 
away at the average rate of about 
100,000 acres a year, which would leave 
3,000,000 acres at the end of the cen- 
tury, and exhaust the wliolo supply in 
forty-five years. 
( )ue of the worst 
features of the situation is the wretched 
condition of much of the forest land 
still remaining, a large part of it being 
half cleared and co\-ered with inferior 
trees and bushes, while the really val- 
uable timber, even for fuel and fence 
rails, is fast disappearing. 
The report 
concludes with a plea that legislation 
should encourage the preservation and 
improvement of existing forests, pos- 
sibly by wholly or j^artly exemjiting 
wooded land from taxation; that every- 
thing practicable should be done to 
teach the propei' care of forests and 
the value of timber to tields and crops 
adjoining; and thij.t the utmost pos- 
sible use should be made of more 
scientific aids to tree culture, .such as 
thè observance of Arbor Day.

ate, where he served with distinction. 


Governor Stevenson was a man of rare 
literary and legal attainments. He had prac- 
tised law in Covington for over forty-five 
years, and had served as advisoiy counsel for 
many of the largest companies of Kentucky. 
At the time of his death he was president off 
the National Bar association, and last smxi- 
mer delivered the annual address before that 
body at Saratoga.

GREAT JAM. 


Thousands Attr^ted to Camp 
Grant and the I>asappoiut- 
ments Are as Numerous 
As the Visitors, Who 
Make a Kick. 


It is no mistake to say that there was 
a greater crowd here yesterday and to- 
day than Fort Wayne has for some 
tame past boasted of. 
At least a 
dozen excursion trains were run into the 
city in the morning, and every coach was 
jammed full of people. Many came 
from the country about us in vehicles, 
and the streete were thronged all day. 
The strangers would ask: "Where is 
Sam Jones preaching?" "In West Vir- 
ginia," a smwrt chap would respond, 
and then the unsophisticated enquirers 
would consume all the ozone in reach of 
their lungs. 


"I came all the way from Jackson to 
see Bob IngersoU," said an old man with 
a squeaky voice and a penchant for pro 
fanity when informed that Pope Bob was 
en route to Europe. 
Thus ran the day, 
and to add to the disappointments of the 
multitude a heavy rain began falling at 
10 o'clock and continued dripping and 
threatening until evening. 


Hundreds visited camp Grant and paid 
twenty-five cents a head and the same 
for each vehicle to look into the myster- 
ies of a military encampment. Some re- 
fused to yield the sum at the gate and 
returned to the city to be hastily fol- 
lowed by those who were driven from 
the grounds by the rain. The capacity 
of the reunion folks to feed the veterans 
was over-taxed and many had to seek 
their meals in the city, where there was 
an equal scarcity of food. The restau- 
rants and hotels were completely eaten 
out at noon yesterday, and then the 
saloons reaped a harvest. The absence of 
Messrs. IngersoU and Jones had a de- 
pressing effect and the visitors under- 
took to drown their troubles in beer and 
other beverages. 
But few people re- 
mained at Camp Grant compared to the 
throng in the city, and every available 
spot was nailed by men, women and 
children, who not only found it difficult 
to get a meal, but quite as hard to find a 
bed. Thevacant buildings about town 
Saturday and last night were occupied 
by people who were mighty thankful to 
get shelter on a hard plank floor. It is 
apparent that Fort Wayne cannot enter- 
tain such a monstrous crowd, which this 
morning was increased by fully a dozen 
additional excursion trains. 


A KICK IN CAMP. 


There was trouble in camp from the 
moment the parade formed Saturday. 
The old veterans were up in arms be- 
cause the boys were given the first and 
prominent place in the procession. The 
old soldiers are jealous of their laurels 
and seemed to think they earned the 
place of honor in all pagaents. Sion S. 
Bass post, of this city, and many posts 
from abroad, were not in line at all and 
the Koscnisko post, commanded by 
Capt. Runyan, packed up yesterday at 
noon and headed by their band returned 
home. Other posts followed them and 
this morning similar scenes were enacted. 
Their grievances were varied. 
Some 
complained that they came here under- 
standing that the payment of the fifty 
c«it register fee was optional.' The 
WpJsaw folks believed it that way and 
Captain Runyan had to pay for twenty- 
five or thirty of his command. 
Others 
said they paid the registration fee and 
then could not get enough to eat, while 
slill others were fighting mad at and 
flatly contradict this special dispatch 
which was sent to all the metropolitan 
papers: 


FOBT WAYNE, Ind., Aug. 20.—Quite 
an exciting episode occurred at Camp 
Grant this afternoon, caused ny the 
sheriff of Wells county appearing on the 
ground with warrants for the arrest of 
Scott Swann, president; Thomas Sulli- 
van, secretary, and James 
Harper 
quartermaster of the State Veterans' 
Association. The warrants cites them 
to appear at Bluffton to answer to a 
charge of criminal libel on an indictment 
sworn out by Col. J. W. Younge, adju- 
tant general of the same association. 


The soldiers in the camp, headed by 
Col. C. A. Zollinger, state pension agent, 
surrounded the sheriff, and prevented 
his serving the warrants. The sheriff 
returned to Bluffton for re-enforcements, 
and is determined to make the arrests 
to-morrow. 


The soldiers claim they will prevent 
him. The conflict between the civil and 
military authorities is looked forward to 
with great interest. It is understood 
Younge has sworn out warrants in Black 
ford county on the same charge, and 
officeiB from that county are expected. 
It looks as though to morrow will eclipse 
Memday's sham battle by one more real. 


The soldiers deny emphatically any 
connection with the controversy of the 
reunion people with Dr. Younge. They 
saw no sheriff on the grounds, knew of 
no attempt to arrest Messrs. Sullivan, 
Swann and Harper, neither would they 
have interfered with . <Hie. Tbey object 
to sach reports as that published above 
going to their homes and denounce it 
roundly. 


All these complaints were discussed 
on the street, and added to the absence 
of Jones, Small and IngersoU, created a 
huge kick that it will take Fort 
Wayne a good many years to redeem 
and our people may as well acquaint 
themselves with the cold truth. 


THE SHAM BATTIIE. 


The scenes of revolution about the 
B^aroitj el foCd and lack Of ^acooo^oda* I 


tions, ^hlch Capi ^ t t Swann qaieted 
yeater^y, were .reii^w^ this *m<»ning 
with more anger than ever. The old 
veterans and yoang men read the "riot 
act," as they slyled it, to the encamp- 
ment promoters. Hundreds of them left 
the camp, and all day every outgoing 
train was crowded with pecóle sore and 
disgusted with their treatment here. 


Notwithstanding all this the sham bat- 
tle advertised opened about 3:00 this af- 
ternoon in the presence of possibly 20,000 
people. The engagement was planned 
after the battle of Fort Donaldson, and 
was to represent it as closely as the facili- 
ties permitted. 


After much maneuvering the forces 
faced each other. Captain J. H. Bohan, 
of this city, was in command of the 
union forces, while Captain O'Leary, of 
Michigan, led the rebel side. 
There 
was a plan of battle arranged and 
signals for the fight. The comm »nders 
are gallant Irish soldiers and prediction i 
were made that Captain Bohan won d 
bear the mihtary laurels from the field, 
The members of Governor Gray's staff 
were aides to the rival commnaders and 
they in turn summoned corporals to 
their side. 
Adjutant General Koonts 
was commander of camp and Captain 
Frank Bawles was officer of the day, his 
men having combined with the Jackson 
Cadets. General Bosecrans reviewed 
the 
conflict 
from 
a 
carriage and 
much interest was manifested by the as- 
sembled multitude, which occupied the 
grand stand, stood in carrixges and 
formed a circle about tho battle ground.

The government in 1818 gave Jean 


Baptiite Riehardville, chief of the Mi- 
ami Indians, certain tands just south- 
west and near Port Wayne. The lands 
passed to descendants, eventually fall- 
ing to Mary Straok. Since 1850 auess- 
monts have been made, but a plea is set 
up under the grant the land was not tax- 
able. 


Chief Bichardville devised the land to 


his danghtes LaBlonde, who, before her 
death ia 1847, devised it to her son Ke- 
la-ke wa-ke-ah and her daughter Moii- 
go-se-qnah. 


Subsequently, Ke-la-ke-wa-ke-ah gave 


his portion to his slater, and after parti- 
tion she gave to her daughter Lau-da- 
nagis-san-qna, or Katharine Godfrey, 
150 acres, and Mary Struck, eighty-two 
cres. 
Both died and the ownership of the 


land became vested in a daughter of 8a- 
oa-oha-qua, whoso name was also Mary 
Straolt.

Graiit and the Ousappoir it- 


men ts Are as Numerous 


As the Visitors, Who 


Make a. Kick. 


It is no mistake to say that there was 


a greater crowd here yesterday and to- 
day than Fort Wayne has for some 
time past boasted of. 
At least a 


dozen excursion trains were run into the 
city in the morning,and every coach was 
jammed . full of people. Many came 
from the country about us in vehicles, 
and the streets were thronged all day, 
The strangers would ask: "Where is 
Sam Jones preaching?" "In West Vir- 
ginia," n smart chap would respond, 
and then the unsophisticated enquirers 
would consume all the ozone in reach of 
their Inngs. 


"I came all the way from Jackson to 


see Bob Ingersoll," said an old man with 
a squeaky voice and a penchant for pro 
fanity wheninformed that Pope Bob was 
on route to Europe. 
Thus ran the day, 


and to add to the disappointments of the 
multitude a heavy rain began falling at 
10 o'clock and continued dripping and 
threatening until evening. 


Hundreds visited camp Grant and paid 


twenty-rive.cents a head and the same 
for each vehicle to look into the myster- 
ies of a military encampment. Some re- 
fused to yield tho sum at the gate aud 
returned to the city to be hastily fol- 
lowed by those who were driven from 
the grounds by the rain." Tho capacity 
of the reunion folks to feed tbe veterans 
was over-taxed and many had to seek, 
their, meals in the city, where there was.
